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CARS RUN IN BROOKLYN. 


BOTH SIDES IN BIG STRIKE CLAIM 
ADVANTAGE.

Wany Isolated Cases of Violence Are 
“ Promptly Handled by Police—Allied 
Iuterest- in Doubt as to Joining Men 
Already Out— President Rossiter 
Mas a Busy Day Talking té Meet- 
ings—All Traffic Is Stopped ai Sun- 
down. 


New York, July 17.—{Special.]—More cars 
were run over the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
system today than on Sunday, the first day 
of the strike. But all the cars were again 
withdrawn at midnight, and on the majority 
of lines even earlier. das 

The old Nassau lines continue to suffer the 
most severely. On the others cars were run 
almost on a schedule during the afternoon. 
The situation became worse after 6 p. m. 
Many of the motormen and conductors were 
forced to stop for rest after fourteen hours’ 
wor Kk. 
The strike leaders claim that 1,000 more 
men quit today. The company claims that 
between 300 and 400 strikers have returned 
to work. 

President Rossiter made a sensational tour 
of the lines, addressing the strikers at dif- 
ferent depots, being threatened in one place, 
cheered in another. The disorder was not 
so great as on Sunday, but the 1,400 Man- 
hattan policemen have not been withdrawn 
from Brooklyn. 

The Brooklyn elevated railroad engineers 
have submitted a list of grievances to Chief 
Arthur of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers. Grand Engineer Ingraham of 
Cleveland says a strike is not likely. If one 
is ordered it will have nothing to do with 
the surface men’s grievances. 

President Rossiter said tonight: The sit- 
uation on the lines at midnight is about the 
same as last night. I think every car will 
be run on schedule time tomorrow. There 
will be no trouble on the L roads. 

- Distriet Master Workman Pines said: We 
are in better shape than I expected we would 
be tonight. I do not consider the strike a 


failure yet.

Four. mounted policemen, followed by a 
load of officers in a patrol wagon, clubbed 
the crowd right and left. 

Late in the afternoon a crowd attacked 
a Third avenug car at Sixth street. When 
Conductor Snyder jumped off the car he 
was stoned by the mob, some of whom 
boarded the car and tried to drag off the 
passengers. 

Patrolman McCormick, who was on the 
car, had to fire his pistol to hold the crowd 
in check until half a dozen mounted men 
went to the rescue. 

After darkness fell reports of attacks on 
motormen and conductors became more and 
more frequent, the most serious being 
on Richard Bender, a conductor of the Thi 
avenue line, who was off his car 
while it was moving and was beaten. 
he was rescued by the police. 

At midnight the indications were that the 
threats of a strike by the employés of the 
Metropolitan Street railway company in 
New York would not be carried out. 


Elevated Strike in Doubt. 


The employés of the Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
— company on the elevated roads are un- 

ecided as to whether they will strike or not. 
About eighty conductors and brakemen 
failed to report today, but traffic was not 
interrupted. Several meetings were held to- 
night, but without definite results.

DUEL IN STATE STREET. 


FRED GONDORF MAY DIE; WILLIAM 
VAN ALLEN WOUNDED. 


Two Men Exchange Eight Shots 
Through Glass Door of The Palm” 
Saloon—Dispute Over Ownership of 
the Place Leads to the Tragedy— 
Many Persons Passing by Narrowly 
Escape Injury from the Bullets— 
Participants Are Under Arrest. 


Fred Gondorf, alias Gould, and William 
Van Allen, alias Dan Harrison, fought a 
duel with revolvers through the plate-glass 
door of the latter's saloon, Thirty-fourth 
and State streets, yesterday , afternoon. 
After the firing ceased it was found that 
Gondorf had been shot in the abdomen and 
in the back, just over the left hip. Van 
Allen had received a flesh wound in the left 
thigh. Gondorf was taken to the Provident 
Hospital, where it was said his death was 
but a matter of a few hours. 

Both are said to be confidence men, and 
have been arrested many times by the po- 
lice of Chicago and other cities. Five 
months ago they opened The Palm” sa- 
loon, at Thirty-fourth and State streets, but 
Gondorf alleged that he was frozen out of 
the business by Van Allen. This led up to 
the shooting. 

Gondorf telephoned to the bartender, 
Albert Kirscher, in the morning, to tell Van 
Allen that he was coming down to do” 
him, and for Van Allen to be prepared. 
Gondorf walked into the saloon about 2 
o’clock, and found Van Allen behind the bar 
waiting on a customer. Gondorf addressed 


the customer, saying: 
Don't buy a drink of that big stiff; he 


is liable to poison you.” | 
Eight Shots Are Exchanged. 


Van Allen ordered Gondorf to leave the 
place, and when he refused to do so Van 
Allen threw him out and closed the door, 
bracing it with his foot. Gondorf attempted 
to force open the door, and, being unable to 
do so, began firing through the glass. Van 
Allen returned the fire and eight shots were 
exchanged, the last two from Van Allen's 
weapon wounding Gondorf. | 
After being wounded Gondorf walked to 
the side entrance of the saloon in Thirty- 
fourth street and fired at Van Allen through 
the door. He then sank down upon the side- 
walk, weak from loss of blood. 

The shooting attracted a large crowd, 
among whom was Policeman J. C. Vaughn, 
who arrested Van Allen and took him to 
the Stanton Avenue Station. 

After Gondorf had been taken to the hos 
pital Lieutenant Healy took Van Allen be- 
fore him. 6 |

ago! I crawled down deep in the trench I 
was digging and staid there until the fight 


was over.” ; 
Gondorf, who boarded at the Columbia 


Hotel, is about 45 years old. He has two 
brothers, George, proprietor of a museum, 
344 State street; and Charles, a saloonkeeper 
ut 50 Hubbard court. Van Allen is married 
and lives in rooms adjoining his saloon. 

At the time of the shooting many persons 
were in the street, and Lieutenant Healy 
regards it as marvelous that only the prin- 
cipals in the affray were wounded. 


IN A BATTLE WITH BANDITS. 


Sheriff and a Desperado Killed During 
a Fight in the New Mexico 
| Mountains. 


Fast Las Vegas, N. M., July 17.—[Special.] 
The news of a pitched battle by which two 
lives were lost and two persons were wour.d- 
ed, between United States Marshal Foraker’s 
posse and a band of three outlaws, who are 
supposed to have participated in the train 
robbery on the Colorado Southern at Folsom, 
N. M.,.a few days ago, reached here today. 

The affray occurred on Sunday evening in 
the cafion leading back into the mountains 
from Cimarron, Colfax County, N. M., ata 
point about ten miles distant from that place. 
The cafion, which is extremely rugged and 
broken, is situated about 100 miles southwest | 
of the scene of the robbery. 

The Marshal's posse consisted of Sheriff 
Ed Farr of Huerfano County, Colo.; W. H. 
Reno, special agent of the Colorado Southern 
railroad; F. H. Smith of New York; who 
volunteered for the service at Cimarron: H. 


M. Love, a cowboy; J. H. Morgan and Per- 


fecto Cordova. 


Sheriff Farr was killed and Love and Smith | 


badly wounded. One of the outlaws, known 
as Willlam McGinnis, alias G. W. Franks, 
was killed. The other two outlawsare being 
pursued by a posse of twenty men from 
Clmarron. 

When the posse came up with the robbers 
on. Sunday evening the latter were called 
upon to surrender and refused. Both par- 
ties began firing and the battle was main- 
tained for forty-five minutes, upwards of 
100 shots being fired. 

Sheriff Farr was the first man to be wound- 
ed, receiving a bullet through his wrist. He 
showed his grit by binding up the wound 
and proceeding with the fight. A second 
bullet passed through his body and he fell 
over dead. Love received a shot through the 
thigh and is in a dangerous condition. 

The night closed in extremely dark, with 
rain descending in torrents. Reno left the 


scene of the encounter at 8 o'clock, but did | 


not. reach Cimarron until 12 o’clock that 
night. There a private telephone line con- 
necting Cimarron with Springer was em- 
ployed to summon medical aid.

AMERICAN ATHLETES DO GOOD 


WORK AT PRACTICE. 


Arrangement of Contestants for Next 
Saturday’s Meeting Practically De- 


cided Upon—Quinlan and Dupee 


Will Start in 100 Yards—Visitors on 
Paper Should Win by One Event— 
All Conditions Favorable—Easy 
Training All Week.

London, July 18.—The Tale-Harvard 

teams were practically selected yesterday, 

although considerations of climate may 


necessitate some alterations. The visitors 


“traveled up to London to practice at the 


Queen’s club, the chief object being to se- 
lect runners in the 100 yards and in the sec- 


ond string for hurdles. 


The result of the sprint showed that two 
Yale men, Quinlan and Dupee, had a de- 
cided advantage over the Harvard repre- 
sentatives, and are almost certain to run 


next Saturday. In the hurdle race Fox 


will certainly start, but Hallowell and 
Fincke were so close on last Saturday it is 
difficult to make a selection. In Saturday’s 
trial, however, Hallowell was handicapped 
by an accident to his shoe, while yesterday, 
with everything favorable, he won in splen- 
did style by three yards from the Yale man, 
thereby asserting a strong claim for selec- 
tion for next Saturday. 


No Official Time Taken. 

The time taken in these trials is not re- 
liable, as no tape was used, but apparently 
Hallowell did :15% seconds, which is good 
enough to win outright. In the 100 yards 
the time again was unéertain, but Quinlan 
approximated :10%. In the long jump 
Harrington of the second string having hurt 
his leg will probably stand out in favor of 
Morse, the Harvard jumper, who happened 


to come over. The probability is that Burke 


will start in the half mile instead of the 
quarter, but otherwise no further changes 
are probable. The visiting team has been 
singularly fortunate in weather, which re- 
mains dry and exceedingly hot, the ther- 
mometer for the last three days approach- 
ing 80° in the shade. 


Wendell Is Confident. 

Chairman Wendell of the joint committee 
paid yesterday. that the conditions were alto- 
gether favorable and that he found the time 
of the men as good here as in America, and 
even at the hurdles, which, being run over 
grass, might show.a difference, no change of 
speed is observable, as was proved by Hal- 
lowell’s time yesterday. Certain difficulty 
is experienced by the American teams run- 
ning with the right hand toward the inside 
instead of the left, but the results have only 
been slightly affected. It is not likely the 
teams will return again to London before 
Saturday, as the journey from Brighton is 
nearly an hour and a half each way and is 
rather tiring. The rest of the week the 


American team will practice at Brighton, 


where the good track and splendid air are 
conducive to success. 


Figure to Win by One. 

Chairman Wendell is hopeful and consid- 
ers the American team should win on paper 
by one event, especially after the fine show- 
ing of Fox and Hallowell in the hurdles, 
which is the most open race, but he admits 
paper results are often deceptive, and says: 
I am determined on one point. The Amer- 
ican team even if beaten on the field will 
yield to none in sportsmanlike behavior.“ 
He says there will be no excuse to make, as 
now the conditions and arrangements are all 
perfect, and they will have no excuses on 
Saturday, whether the Americans win or 
lose.

Referred to General Miles. 

It was then referred to General Miles for 
further remark, and was indorsed by him as 
follows: | 

Headquarters of the Army, Washington, D. C., 
May 18, 1898.—Respectfully submitted to the Sec- 
retary of War: The reference to the Spanish troops 
is believed to be much exaggerated. No reports 
have been received thus far that there is anything 
like the number indicated in the above indorse- 
ment, while the population of that territory is 
probably nearer one-half the number stated. 

The number of troops already ordered to the 
Philippine Islands is three times as many as Ad- 
miral Dewey called for. The force ordered at this 
time is not expected to carry on a war to conquer 
an extensive territory, and the chief object of the 
within letter was to suggest a means of quickly 
establishing a strong. garrison to command the 
harbor of Manila and to relieve the United States 
fleet under Admiral Dewey with the least possible 
delay. This, in my judgment, is of preéminent 
importance, 

The troops mentioned in the within letter as 
available to send to that department number 
15,425. The Tenth Pennsylvania Volunteers, or- 
dered today, will be approximately 1,000 more. 
These troops, in my judgment, are all that it 
would be advisable to send to the Philippine 
Islands at this time. 

If it be deemed advisable to send additional 
regiments they can be sent from New Orleans or 
Tampa, but the force now ordered to be sent is, as 
already indicated, 10,000 more than will be re- 
quired for the purpose. ae 

It is, however, in my judgment, of the highest 
importance that orders should be sent to place 
the six high power guns and eight 12-inch mor- 
tars, with at least fifty rounds of ammunition per 
gun and mortar, on vessels at San Francisco, and 
possibly Puget Sound, with the least possible de- 
lay, and sent to the harbor of Manila and mounted 
as speedily as possible. It may be advisable to 
send additional guns. : 

These orders should be sent by telegraph, and 
the engineer and ordnance departments should be 
directed to expedite the work by every possible 
means.

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THREAT OF LITIGATION. 


Suit for an Injunction Against the 


Drainage District Trustees Is Prom- 
ised by the State Commissioners 
Unless Something Is Done to Keep 

the 01d Waterway Navigable When 
Big Ditch Opens and Bridgeport 
Pumps Stop. 


New trouble for the Drainage board is ex- 
pected to come from the direction, of the 
INinois and Michigan Canal Commissioners. 
It is looked for in the shape of an injunction 
to prevent the trustees of the drainage dis- 
trict from turning water into the drainage 
channel until after provision has been made 
for keeping a navigable depth of water in the 
old canal. Members of the Drainage board 
admitted yesterday that such an action in 
law would not be a surprise to them. | 

When the water is turned into the big ditch 
the reason for keeping the Bridgeport pump- 
ing station at work will have passed away. 
It is the pump at Bridgeport that keeps the 
old canal supplied with water between Chi- 
cago and Joliet. The city maintains that 
pumping station not to benefit the canal, but 
to afford an outlet for some of the sewage 
in the Chicago River. The day the drainage 
ditch is opened all of the reason the city has 
for operating these pumps will have passed, 
for the drainage canal will receive all of the 
sewage and water in the river. 

It is the intention of the commissioners to 
provide for the old canal. They say that if 

they wait until after the drainage channel 
is in use they will have small chance for 
getting a hearing for their ancient water- 
way. Howard Snapp, attorney for the com- 
mission, is at work on the bill, it is said, and 
has called in special counsel to assist him. 

The grounds on which the suit is to be 
brought are that the city is bound to keep 


. water flowing in the canal at Bridgeport; 


‘and if that suit should fail the matter may 

be taken before Congress. The federal gov- 
ernment granted lands for the construction 
of the canal, they say, providing that it 
should be maintained as a navigable water- 
way forever. 

Trustee J. P. Mallette said last night that 
he did not know what the old canal would 
do for water unless the commissioners made 
some arrangements with the city to keep 
the Bridgeport pumps going and that, he 
said, was doubtful. At Joliet the old canal 
receives all the water it needs from the 
drainage channel. To leave this end of the 
old canal without water would mean that 
the lessees of water power at Joliet and 
other points between there and Chicago 
would be left unprovided for, and these 
leases of water power furnish the principal 
revenue of the commission. Trustee Mal- 
‘Jette will go to Joliet this morning on his 
weekly inspection tour and will incidentally 
investigate the new difficulty. 

President Boldenweck said he did not be- 
lieve the commissioners could make the 
drainage trustees a party to such a suit for 
the reason that the sanitary district has 
nothing to do with the Bridgeport pumping 
works. 

„The commissioners say they have a con- 
tract with the city.“ said President Bolden- 
weck, by which the city is bound to furnish 
water to the canal at Bridgeport for all time, 
but I doubt if such a contract can be pro- 
duced. As I remember, all that went on 
record was a resolution passed by the State 
Legislature and approved by the Council 
whereby water was to be pumped into the 
canal. Weare not worrying, however, about 
the matter.” 

Trustee Jones said: “If there was ever 
such an agreement made between the city 
and the State, all the commissioners will 
have to do is to prove the existence of the 
contract in the manner provided by law. I 
know that the commissioners have been at 

work for some time on a scheme to compel 
somebedy to supply the canal with water 


; after the drainage channel is opened.“ 


Several of the stone companies that ship 
a great deal of stone on the old canal are 
also interested in keeping navigable water 
in it.

An excellent performance, a fine audi- 
ence, and an attractive opera—such were 
the factors that combined to make the pro- 
duction of La Tarantella at the Stude- 
baker last night a success. The perform- 
ance easily deserves first méntion, for to its 
merits the chief measure of the success was 
due. Jakobowski has provided a work not 
without excellencies, but the manner in 
which the Castle Square fdrces presented it 
not only revealed those excellencies in the 
most favorable light but caused such weak- 
nesses as it contains to be overlooked. 

Originality tn a comic opera of today is 
scarcely expected. The most that is asked 
of a maker of these works is that in his 
compiling he show good taste in his select- 
ing. Mr. Jakobowski, in La Tarantella,” 
has selected with most admirable taste, 
choosing not only from works of his own 
that have been successful and from other 
Nght operas, but seeking less frequented 
heights and culling many attractive bite 
from the grand operas of Verdi, Gounod, 
Bizet, and others. The materia! he has col- 
lected he has sorted and arranged with good 
skfll, and the result is music which is far 
above that usually found in the “ new / 

c brought forward every season. 

„La Tarantella ’’ may be set down, there- 
fore, as a work of far more than average 
musical attractiveness, and it is safe to 
say that only a few days will pass before 
Ravolti’s taking song, which gives the opera 
its title, will be whistled and hummed in 
all parts of the city and in all places. Be- 
sides this haunting refrain, the opening 
choruses of the first and the second act soon 
will prove popular. Strauss might have 
written them—in fact, it might be said he 
did—and their true Viennese swing and 
pulse make them delightful. The chorus 
of the beggars in Act II. is of unusual ex- 
cellence, possessing real character and typ- 
{cal color, and the sailor music in hornpipe 
style, the barcarolle, and the highly effective 
finale of the first act are ensemble numbers 
of no ordinary value.

Of the performance only hearty praise 
can be spoken.

There 
are occasions when a rigid censorship of 
press dispatches is proper and necessary, 
That was the case during the operations 
in Cuba, when whatever was printed in 
American papers reached the Spaniards in 
Caba almost immediately. But Luzon is 
not Cuba, nor is there any conceivable 
excuse for a censorship which keeps Ameri- 
cans in ignorance concerning matters which 
Aguinaldo,; who has no lack of good spies 
within the American lines, knows all about, 

The policy of suppression of news, of 
slurring over mishaps, and exaggerating 
the importance of successes, never pays. 
No censorship can keep the truth hidden 
long, and when the truth does leak out 
finally there is much more irritation than 
if the facts had been given fully at once, 
There does not seem to be any reason why 
the regular Manila correspondents, who 
are trustworthy men, should not be allowed 
to send unhampered all the news, good or 
bad, they can find, provided, of course, 
they tell the th, and the presumption 
is that they will do so. Americans want 
to know, and have a right to know, all 
that their soldiers are doing and suffering 
in the Philippines, They haye to sit in 
judgment sooner or later on everything that 
has been done in Luzon. No censor should 
be allowed to keep the truth from them 
and no military officers should be allowed 
to gull them with deceptive bulletins. The

It is now known that the list of victims 
will run into the hundreds and that the 
dead on the field of Fourth of July will 
outnumber the dead on any battlefield dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war.

The first duty of the hour is not so much

or its characterstics, as it is to remove 
the original cause. It does not require any 
scientific knowledge or long study to dis- 
cover that. It is both the giant cracker 
and the toy pistol which have produced 
this agonizing and hopeless disease. To

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GRITICISING GENERAL OTIS, 
James Creelman, the correspondent of the 
New York Journal, left Manila in the 


Santa Cruz. He is now at London, whence 
Otis, who is in command of the military 
forces in the Philippines. According to 
him that General is an utter failure and 
unless he is removed and a competent man 
put in his place the Philippine campaign will 
be a failure. 

Creelman asserts that General Otis is

It may be that there is some truth in these 
allegations. General Otis may not be in all 
respects the man for the place. It is cer- 
tain that the late campaign conducted by 
him has not accomplished much except to 
show that the American soldiers can drive 
the Tagals before them with great ease, 
„The backbone of the rebellion” does not 
appear to have been broken by the opera- 
tions of the last few months. The Amer- 
icans seem to have occupied towns only in 
order to evacuate them. As they move out 
the insurgents move in. General Otis does 
not seem to hold much more territory than 
he did last February. 

All this may not be his fault, however, but 
the fault of circumstances. The President 
and the War department must know quite 
as much about General Otis’ merits and 
demerits as Mr. Creelman. The fact that 
he has not been recalled is evidence that he 
is not the incompetent the correspondent 
claims he is. Mr. Creelman has a personal 
grievance. The military censor at Manila

the Philippines.” This may have so jarred 
on Mr. Creelman’s feelings as to make it 
impossible for him to criticise General Otis 
dispassionately. 

It must be admitted that General Otis has 
not had enough troops, Of those he did 
have some were so raw that he deemed it 
unwise to use them, and had to rely almost 
exclusively on the volunteers. He had no 
cavalry, whereas had he been well sup- 
plied with that arm of the service he could 
have accomplished much more with less 
loss. He has had men enough to make 
military promenades and rout the Filipinos 
wherever he met them, but not enough to 
enable him to garrison the places captured 
and keep open communications with Ma- 
nila, When active operations are resumed 
after the rainy season is over there will 
doubtless be men enough available to hold 
what is won and satisfy the Filipinos that 
the Americans are there to stay. The in- 
habitants of the various towns occupied by 
the Americans will not break with the in- 
surgents until they are convinced that that 
occupation is permanent and that they are 
not to be abandoned to Aguinaldo. 

As for General Otis, he has had the ex- 
perience of one campaign. He has learned 
considerable about the country, its peo- 
ple, and their methods of carrying on war. 
He may have been oversanguine last spring, 
but he is cured now of any illusions he may 
have had then about the immediate erush- 
ing out of the insurrection with a few men. 
It may not be easy, therefore, to find a 
better man for the place. If there is a bet- 
ter one, however, he should be put in com- 
forthwith. 


AN EXPENSIVE METHOD.

 MARQUISE ‘DE PONTENOY’S LEPTER. 


[Casyright, 1899, se de Fontenoy.) 

The fact that Andrew Carnegie should be 
referred to by the Scottish press as Skibo,’’ 
that is to say, the name borne by the old 
Gray family, who for centuries were Lords 
of Skibo, and owners of the castle of Skibo, 
serves to recall the fact that a blood curd- 
ling curse rests on this self-same castle; and 
now every one north of the Tweed is asking 
whether this curse will work against the 
new American owner of Skibo in the same 
way that the curse pronounced against the 
Lord Byron who made a drinking cup of the 
skull of one of the old time abbots of New- 
stead Abbey. continued to blight, not only 
all the descendants of the Lord Byron in 
question. but likewise the Webb family, who 
for the last forty years have owned New- 
stead. | 

The ban resting upon Skibo dates from the 
early part of the last century, when by some 
foul wrong the Grays, who had owned Skibo 
for several hundred years, were deprived of 
their ancestral possessions by some peo- 
ple of the name of Doul. Misfortune over- 
took the latter, and since then Skibo has 
passed through many hands, including those 
of the Mackays, the Gordons, the Dempsters, 
the Cairnsides, and several others, ill-luck 


} pursuing them all until the place was ac- 


quired by Andrew Carnegie. In fact, since 
the Grays were ousted near 200 years ago, 
no family has possessed Skibo for more than 
one generation. 

At the same time Mr. Carnegie has the good 
wishes of all the people of the district, into 
which he has brought much money, and he 
is adding to the castle in such a way, regard- 
less of cost, that it promises ere long to be 
one of the finest castles north of the Tweed. 
The only fault that people find with the 
multi-millfonaire {s his chopping down of so 
many of those huge patriarchs of the forests 
about Skibo, which for generations have 
been the pride and glory of the entire coun- 
try side. 

I would not have referred to this curse had 
it not been for the fact that Mr. Carnegie 
himself assured his tenants and neighbors 
the other day that he intended Skibo to be 
the home of his family “ for many genera- 
tions.“ He at any rate is not superstitious. 


Emperor William has issued orders of the 
most rigorous character with regard to the 
equipment of the officers taking part in the 
great autumn maneuvers of the German 
army. The Kaiser proposes that the ma- 
neuvers shall,be as much like the actual 
campaigning as possible. and is especially 
determined that the officers of the crack 
regiments shall not as heretofore excite the 
envy of their less well-to-do comrades by the 
prefection of their wines, and ot their tabls, 
and by the presence of all sorts of luxuries, 
which are within the reach of their own 
purses, but beyond that of the means of 
their less fortunate comrades. ‘There is to 
be no champagne drinking, Frénch cuisine, 
private tents, or private carriages. In fact 
there are to be no luxuries at all, and the 
Generals in command = the various ne 
corps takin art in the maneuvers 
— — that the Kalser will hold them 
strictly to account in connection with the 
execution of his orders in this matter. 

There is an extravagance in many Euro- 
pean regiments of which people in this coun- 
try have no idea. Thus in some cavalry 
corps it is imperative that each officer should 
keep up a racing stable, in others that the 
officers should keep a number of hunters and 
contribute to the expenses of the regimental 
pack of hounds, while again in other corps 
all the officers are expected to play polo, and 
no one 18 — proc to pay less than a cer- 
tain stipulated amount for his stud of polo 
ponies. Youn 4 who do not live up to 
these requirerhents are pronounced uncon- 
genial, and as fleficient in “ esprit de corps,” 
and are hazed until they leave either the 
regiment or the army in disgust. 


While the Russian Minister of War, Gen- 
eral Krapotkin, is partly responsible for the 
Czar’s recent injustice towards Finland, 
there is no doubt that he is achieving ex- 
trordinary success in combating the dishon- 
esty and corruption which are so great a 
curse to everything connected with the serv- 
ice of the crow 4 in the dominions of the Czar. 
Thus a General de Howalski, commanding a 
division of the Cossacks, and belonging to one. 
of the most {illustrious houses of the aristoc- 
racy of the Don, having been caught devot- 
ing to his own personal use and to that of his 
fellow officers the money assigned to them 
for the equipment and payment of the men, | 
has now been sentenced, along with his con- 
federates, fourteen in number, to 
fifteen years’ penal servitude, to the 
loss of nobility, and to solemn mil- 
itary degradation. At the comple- 
tion of their sentence at hard labor they 
will be forced to reénter line regiments as 
ordinary privates, and to serve several years 
in that capacity before obtaining their mili- 
tary discharg¢.. The severity of the sen- 
tences, which were approved by the Czar 
in spite of the tremendous influence exer- 
cised at court in behalf of the condemned 


men, has spread consternation and alarm 


throughout the higher ranks of the Russian 
army, where dishonesty has been the rule 
rather than the exception. 


M. de Ressman, who while he lay dy- 
ing the other — at Paris, had his apart - 
ments invaded by members of the Italian 
embassy, who seized all his papers and car- 
ried them off, a French Commissary of Po- 
lice and severäl French detectives being in 
attendance to pee that no opposition was of- 
fered to the dcetion of the Italian officials, 
was for many years one of the most con- 


spicuous figures in the diplomatic and court 


life of Europe, and held in turn the post of 
Italian Ambassador at the Court of St. 
James, in Paris, and at St. Petersburg, as 
well as at Constantinople. 

This outrage to which he was subjected, 
and which 1s 8 by his friends at Paris 

to have hastened his death, besides embit- 

tering his last moments, was undoubtedly 
due to the fact that the domestic surround- 
ings of the doing diplomat were not what 
they should —— deen and that the Italian 
government feared that a quantity of confſi- 
dential state papers which he was known 
to have retained in his possession might 
fall into the hands of an unscrupulous ad- 
venturess Who would be likely to use them 
for purposes of blackmail. 

Of course from a strictly legal point of 
view the French police had no right what- 
soever to lend themselves to or to take part 
in any such selzure of papers as that perpe- 
trated without,judicial warrant by the mem- 
bers of the Italian embassy at Paris. But 
the governments of continental Europe, and 
even in England, are accustomed to render 
— — another extra legal services such gas 

ese. 

Thus I remember when the late Sir Will- 
fam White, British Ambassador to the Sub- 
lime Porte, died suddenly and unexpectedly 
at a hotel at Berlin while on his way home 
to England, a secretary of the British em- 
bassy at Berlin, accompanied by members of 
the German police, invaded his apartments 
within an hour or two after his death and 
seized all his papers and correspondence, de- 
spite the protest of his grief-stricken widow, 
Lady White, who is a German by birth, but 
who, having a number of Russian relatives, 
was exposed to a suspicion that she might 
place her husband’s correspondence with 
his government at the disposal of the Mus- 
covite authorities. | 

Then, too, in Italy, when Admiral Count 
Bombelles died at Florence suddenly in the 
disgrace which had overtaken him after the 
suicide of Crown Prince Rudolph, of whose 
household he was the chief, the Austrian 
Consul General, accompanied by Italian po- 
lice officials, appeared upon the scene and 
took possession not only of all the Admir- 
al’s papers and correspondence, but also of 
a quantity of bric-A-brac and portraits of 
the imperial family of Austria, although 
the Admiral had left a will bequeathing 
everything that he possessed, including his 
oorresponden to the fair but frail lady 
with whom he had been living for a number 
of years. 

Of course the object has been in each case 
to avoid state and court secrets from fall- 
ing into the hands of people capable of tak- 
ing unfair advantage thereof. But this does 
not in any way justify what is in every sense 


of the word an illegality and an outrage. 


The late Ambassador Ressman was the 
bitter enemy of Crispi, who on one memor- 
able occasion summarily dismissed him from 
the post of Italian Ambasador to France 
on a charge of having promoted the circu- 
lation in the French press of stories con- 
cerning the exceedingly questionable ante- 
cedents of Mme. Crispi. When Crispi sub- 
sequently lost the Premiership Ressman was 
reinstated by King Humbert. But he was 
afterwards placed on the retired list for 
refusing on his transfer to London to return 
to the archives of the Paris embassy cer- 
tain valuable state papers and secrets which 
gave him a species of hold on the Italian 
government, sufficient, in fact, to secure a
